RESOLUTION 

Subject : Central Advisory Council on 1 .ade-—Constitution of 

No 3(1)/83-E. l*OL.—Under Resolution No. 6/8/75- 
ADC. dated 25th September, 1976. the Government in me 
Ministry of Commerce had reconstituted the Board of Tiade 
with effect from 1st October, 1976, and under Resolution No. 
1/2/76-ADC. dated the 22nd January 1977, the Government 
had reconstituted the Advisory Council on Trade, for a 
tenure of two years with effect from Isi January 1977. 
In 1978, it was decided that the Board of Trade and the 
Advisory Council on Trade should be abolished and in their 
place a compact Body known as the Central Advisory Council 
on Trade consisting of repioscniatives from different organ¬ 
isations. and individuals with business standing and expertise 
in the field of commerce should be constituted. Accordingly, 
a Central Advisory Council on Trade was constituted with 
effect from 15th February, 1978 and again reconstituted with 
effect from 13th March 1981 which was extended upto 31st 
March 1983. Consequent upon the expiry of the term of the 
Council a new Central Advisory Council on Trade has been 
reconstituted with effect from 1st April. 1983. 

2. The terms of reference, constitution etc., of the Advisory 
Council on Trade will be as under: — 


TERMS OF REFERENCE 

The Central Advisory Council on Trade will advise the Go¬ 
vernment on matters relating to:— 

(i) Export & Import Policy and programmes; 

(ii) the operation of import and export trade controls; 

(in) organisation and development of commercial services; 

and 

(iv) organisation and expansion of export production. 


CONSTITUTION 

3. The Central Advisory Council will consist of 36 
Members as shown in the Schedule annexed. It will be presid¬ 
ed over by the Minister o F Commerce as Chairman and in 
his absence, by the Minister of State or Deputy Minister for 
Commerce as Vice Chairman. The Members of the Council 
will hold office for a period of two years with effect from 
1st April. 1983. 

4. Tin; Council will have powers to co-opt. additional 
members. The Chairman of the Council may also invite 
to the meetings of the Council, such other persons as may be 
considered necessary from time to time. 

5. The Headquarters of the Council will be in New Delhi, 
but may met at any other place in India. 

6 . The Council will ordinarily meet twice a year. 


7. The Chief Controller of imports & Exports .will be 
the Member-Secretary of the Council. 

ORDER 

Ordered that a copy of the Resolution be communicated to 
the Chairman, Vice-Chairman, Members of the Council, the 
Private Secretary and Military Secretary to the President the 
Prime Mir.istei s Office, the Planning Commission, all Mim- 
steries of the Government of India and all the State Govern¬ 
ments in India. 

Ordered also that the Resolution be published in the 
Gazette of India for general information.
